Further- 
more, he has acted as a role 
model for wrestling fans not only 
in Georgia and the Mid-Atlantic ar- 
eas, but everywhere in the world. 

When it comes to upholding the 
honor of masked wrestling, Mr. 
Wrestling !l is the man who al- 
ways comes to mind. 

Unfortunately, | am sorry to re- 
port that Mr. Wrestling II is consid- 
ering retiring from wrestling. 

“That’s right, Rich, I’ve been 
thinking about hanging. up the 
trunks for good,” II told me during 
a recent telephone _ interview.

Pll tell you, pal, you’d be 
afraid to know all I know. 
There is so much more to the 
Jimmy Snuka story that has 
never been revealed to the 
public, for many 
reasons that I can’t go into 
here. It’s been a long, strange 
road to the top for Jimmy, 
and he’s had to deal with a lot 
of unusual circumstances, 
both with promoters, 
managers, and the public. But 
I think it’s best to leave the 
Jimmy Snuka story right 
there. As far as the Superfly 
is concerned, I don’t want to 
dwell on his past, I want to 
look to his future. 

And a bright future it should 
be. Switching subjects’ from 
Snuka to yourself, I’m 
interested in having you tell 
our readers something about 
the Buddy Rogers story. Why 
don’t we start with the fact 
that you are the only man in 
wrestling history to have 


_ held both the NWA and the 


WWE heavyweight titles? 
That’s right, Matt, and it’s an 
achievement I’m very proud 


-of. The NWA title came first, 


when I defeated Pat 
O’Connor in Chicago. The 
date was June 30, 1961, and 
I'll never forget the feeling 
I had when the referee’s hand 
hit the canvas a third time. It 
was incredible. And the noise 
in the arena was deafening. I 
think that’s what I remember 
most of all, the noise of the 
fans and the feeling I had deep 
inside, kind of like a chill in 
my chest. The experience was 
absolutely incredible. 

And you held the title for 
nearly two years. 

That’s right, 1 was NWA 
champion until January 24, 
1963. Lou Thesz defeated me 
in Toronto. Then a couple of 
weeks later, I don’t remember 
the actual date, but it was a 
couple of weeks after that 
match with Thesz that | 
entered into a tournament to 
determine the first WWE 
heavyweight champion. I won 
the tournament and the belt, 
and history was written. I 
became the only man ever to 
hold two major federation 
heavyweight titles. 

But unfortunately for you,

history was also written in 
Madison Square Garden in 
May of 1963 when you 
wrestled Bruno Sammartino. 
A: Yes, well, I don’t mean to 


sound bitter at all, but if you 


remember, Matt, I was in- 
jured for that match. 

Q: That’s right, a couple of days 
before that match you were 


eee 


injured in the ring, so I 
suppose you were going up 
against Bruno in less than the 
best of shape. 

An understatement if ever 
there was one. The match, as 
you know, took 48 seconds. 
Bruno threw a couple of 
dropkicks, caught me in a 
bearhug, a backbreaker, and 
that was it. He likes to brag 
about how he beat me in less 
than a minute for the WWF 
title, but if I were him, I 
wouldn’t brag about beating 
an injured man. Had he 
wrestled me two weeks later 
when I was recuperated, he 
would never have won the 
championship. 

A final question, Buddy. 
Shoot. 

Your wrestling career has 
stretched from the 1940s 
through the 1980s. How 
would you rate the average 
wrestler of yesteryear with 
the average wrestler of today? 
Good question. | think the 
average wrestler today is more 
skilled, a little more 
flamboyant, and able to 
handle a wider variety of 
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| think the wrestlers of 
today are more dangerous 
and unpredictable than 
ever before. Strangely 
enough, that danger is 
part of the beauty of the 


sport.

styles. In the early days, we 
didn’t have to contend with as 
many specialty matches, with 
men like Kabuki who use 
martial arts and spit green 
fog, or with such a wide 
variety of maneuvers. It only 
makes sense that over the 
years the sport would develop, 
change, expand in many 
ways. I think the wrestlers of 
today are more dangerous 
and unpredictable than ever 
before. Strangely enough, 
that danger is part of the 
beauty of the sport, and it’s 
one reason why I'll always be 
involved with wrestling in one 
form or another.

STUDD'S RAW DEAL 


OR THE LAST few months, 

every WWF wrestling fan 
seems to be asking the same 
question: 

Why? 

Big John Studd, standing 6’10” 
and weighing over 360 pounds, 
came thundering into the WWF - 
territory recently. He bragged that 
nobody has ever been able to 
bodyslam him, and his manager 
Fred Blassie challenged anyone 
to try. 

Blassie’s. challenge offered, at 
first, $500 to the man able to 
bodyslam Studd. Each time some- 
one failed, the pot was sweetened 
by another $500. It didn’t take 
long for the prize money to reach 
more than $5,000. 

As the award for bodyslamming 
Studd rapidly increased, so did 
his stature in the WWF ratings. 
Before long, Blassie had secured 
for Studd a match with WWF 
champion Bob Backlund. 

Studd was ready to go. Anxious. 
to pit his backbreaker against 
Backlund’s chicken wing, Studd

contender. The fact that Studd failed to defeat Bob Backlund for 
the WWF belt was not as surprising as the fact that he did not gain 
an immediate rematch.

felt confident that he would 
achieve a Clear-cut victory over 
the WWF titlist. 

Indeed, Backlund appeared on 
televised interviews stating, quite 
uncharacteristically, that he was in 
fact worried by the challenge of 
Big John Studd. Blassie and 
Studd felt they had Backlund pre- 
cisely where they wanted him. 

As the photos on these pages 
from New York’s Madison Square 
Garden prove, Studd had main- 
tained a_ significant advantage 
throughout the confrontation. Al- 
though he had been able to lift 
Studd in the air, Backlund was 
unable to complete the bodyslam. 
Retaliating, Studd hurt Backlund 
with a devastating smash to the 
chest and, of course, the 
backbreaker. 

As Studd held Backlund in the 
backbreaker, referee Dick Kroll 
asked the champion if he was 
ready to submit. Shaking his head

vigorously, Backlund refused. 

Noting that he was close to the 
cornerpost, Backlund utilized his 
weight, pushed off the cornerpost 
while still being held in the back- 
breaker, and escaped the hold. 
Studd was flabbergasted, and 
Backlund went on to victory 
shortly thereafter. 

Ringside observers could hear 
Studd’s anger and disappoint- 
ment: “Damn it all, | heard that 
wimp give up. Everybody in the 
arena heard him give up. I'll tear 
him apart next month!” 

But when the ring announcer 
read the matches for next 
month’s card a few minutes later, 
John Studd discovered _ that 
Blassie had signed for him to 
wrestle not Bob Backlund, but 
Jules Strongbow. 

The announcement came as a 
shock to everyone. It seemed ob- 
vious by the controversial ending

“‘T have rewarded Jimmy for a job 
well done,” Dillon said. “The beautiful 
young thing on his arm is named Pre- 
cious. And isn’t she? I interviewed 
thousands of stunning Florida beauties 
to find her. And she’s just the first. 
Jimmy will be bestowed with a number 
of female valets. After all, variety is the 
spice of life, if you know what I mean.” 

But what did Garvin do to deserve 


such a reward? 
“What did he do? What did he do? 


Well, what didn’t he do, why. don’t you 
tell me that!” an annoyed Dillon said. 
“He is a fine man who listens to me 
and carries out my orders. I’ve been 
hard on him at times, maybe too hard.

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Garvin quickly jumped to his. feet, 
not to have the referee raise his hand 
in victory, but to call Precious back 
into the ring to help him celebrate the 
win. Despite the boos of the crowd, 
Garvin and his valet. took their bows 
like Broadway theater performers. 

Walking from the ring back to the 
dressing room, her eyes once again did 
not stray from his. Nobody believed 
she could be that devoted to a man of 
Garvin's quality. 

“Hey, why wouldn’t she be?” Garvin 
said. “She’s never met anyone like me 
before. Hahaha, she should actually be 
paying J.J. for being allowed to hang 
around me.”

EVEN THE KING 
CAN’T DETHRONE 
THE AWA CHAMPION 


Self-proclaimed ‘‘King of Wrestling” Jerry Lawler felt that all he 
needed to do was piledrive Nick Bockwinkel and the AWA title would 
be his. Lawler succeeded in piledriving Bockwinkel, but it takes more 
than one maneuver to defeat a champion as resourceful as Bockwinkel. 
That’s a lesson that Jerry Lawler learned the hard way 


HE FEELING OF invincibility 

is a woriderful thing. When 
you’ve got it, you strut through life 
with supreme self-confidence, se- 
cure in the belief that nothing any- 
one does can alter your own status 
as king of the hill. 

In Jerry Lawler’s case, his use of 
the piledriver over the years has 
provided him with the belief that 
he is invincible, that he is ‘King of 
Wrestling.”’ 

It’s not surprising. The piledriver 
is a formidable weapon. Depending 
on who uses it and how it is ap- 
plied, the piledriver can either inca- 
pacitate its victim long enough to 
score a pin or cripple its victim 
badly enough to land him in the 
hospital. 

Ray Stevens, in one of wres-

tling’s most shocking incidents of 
1982, delivered two piledrivers on a 
concrete floor to Jimmy ‘“‘Super- 
fly’ Snuka. The force of those 
blows was enough to place Snuka 
in the hospital for nearly a month. 

Jerry Lawler is not as sadistically 
destructive when he uses the pile- 
driver. For Lawler, the maneuver is 
applied to stun rather than cripple. 
It has earned him countless vic- 
tories over the years, and he. con- 
siders it his bread-and-butter 
maneuver. . 

When it was announced that 
Lawler was going to wrestle Nick 
Bockwinkel for the AWA heavy- 
weight championship in the chal- 
lenger’s hometown of Memphis, 
Tennessee, the ‘‘King of Wrestling’ 
was virtually drooling at the 


mouth. 

“T can’t wait to catch Bock- 
winkel in the piledriver,’”? Lawler — 
boasted. “‘It’s going to be the end 
of Nick Bockwinkel. He’s not up 
against some loser, he’s up against 
the King, and the King will 
prevail!”’ 

Of course actions speak louder 
than words, and when Bockwinkel 
and Lawler stepped into that Mem- 
phis wrestling ring, mere words 
could not help either one of them. 

For this particular match, Bobby 
Heenan had been barred from the 
arena, a contractual stipulation de- 
manded by Lawler. Jimmy Hart, 
Lawler’s Memphis area nemesis, 
took on the task of managing 
Bockwinkel for this match.

When Cowboy Bob Orton’s friendship with Roddy Piper 
brought him to the Mid-Atlantic area, he found himself in a 
position in which he was wrestling as a fan favorite against 

such stars as Greg Valentine. At first the cheers caused 
Orton to smile, but his smile of pleasure quickly turned to a 
grimace of pain. Here’s why 
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When Orton returned, I asked 
him: ‘You said the boos were mu- 
sic to your ears. Why? Only a cou- 
ple of months ago you were being 
cheered by the fans. Didn’t you 
like that?” 

Orton smiled the kind of a smile 
that was meant only for himself. 

“Do you want- to know the 
story?’’ he asked me. 

“Of course,”’ I replied. 

“Well, it’s a long one, and I 
haven’t got much time,’’ Orton 
said, ‘I have to meet someone in 
half an hour.”

manager Bobby Heenan raises Bockwinkel’s arm in victory. That, my friends, is a tribute to 


the greatness and bravery of two men. 
either retire or make a mistake. 
They have conspired to take the 
title and put this puppet champion 
in his stead. 

“They'd strip me of the title if 
they could,” Nick says, “but even 
they couldn't get away with that. 
I’d take them to court and their 
whole rotten enterprise would be 
exposed. Instead, they have to 
steal the title from me. Most 
wrestlers, even those who hate 
me, have too much class to be a 
party to this disgrace. The officials 
had to find someone with no class 
at all. Martel is like an answered 
prayer—or curse, depending on 
how you look at it. 

“He just seems stupid, but he 
knows what’s going on. He sees 
the title being given to him on an 
open platter and he’s ready to take 
it. Martel knows he couldn’t win a 
title legitimately. There’s no ability 
in that pretty boy body, and Martel 
knows that better than anyone. He 
has one gift—he’s likable. He’s 
ready to turn that likability into a 
championship under any condi- 
tions. It looks like he’s going to get 
away with it. The man is a disgrace 
20 different ways. If you think I’m 
taking it hard, try speaking to 
Bobby. He’s worse than I’ve ever 
seen him.” 


It’s almost impossible to 
interview Heenan these days. The 
conspiracy against his champion 
has him working overtime, often 
going 30 to 40 hours without sleep. ~ 
Keeping one step ahead of the 
commissioners’ dictates has 
become a crusade to him. The title 
belongs to his wrestler and they'll 
have to work as hard as he does to 
take the belt away. Heenan is 
banking on the fact that the 
commissioners don’t have the 
belly for a real war. If he can just 
keep them confused long enough, 
he'll survive this period. Interviews 
just take time away from the 
business at hand. 

Only because Bobby feels so 
strongly about the injustice of the 
situation was he willing to grant 
this interview. The rings around his 
eyes, the ever-present cup of 
coffee and the vaguely 
disconnected conversation 
betrayed his exhaustion. It was 
hard for him to keep his eyes 
open, much less concentrate on 
what we were saying. It was a 
heartrendering encounter with a 
brave man. 

‘‘Martel must be stopped,” 
Bobby announced, saying those 
words as if they were a religious 
chant. “We can.do it. We must. 


People who were never athletes 
don’t understand what a title 
means. If it can be given to some 
cute nonentity because the officials 
like him, the sport is disgraced. 
Everything I’ve done, everything 
Nick has done, everything all of the 
great wrestlers since time began 
have done, all of that will become a 
farce. This nightmare has to end, 
and it must end with Martel’s 
public disgrace. That is the least 
we can accept. At times, | think we 
are putting too much into this; 
we’re forcing Nick into a war no 
man could possibly win. 
Sometimes, when | watch the sun 
come up from my study window, | 
just want to give the rats the belt 
and get it over with. But Nick and | 
agree that we’re willing to end our 
careers, if necessary, in the war 
against Martel and his minions. 
Yeah, that would be worth it. 

“l’ve been through more wars 
with officials than any manager in 
history. I’ve seen what they can 
do, and | thought nothing would 
surprise me. This surprises me. It 
also shocks and saddens me. The 
AWA has no scruples. It’s funny. 
The fans hate us, but we’re the 
ones who are gonna save the sport 
for them. Isn’t that funny? If 
that’s so funny, why can’t | 
laugh anymore?” 

Few of us are able to laugh at 
this anymore. The Martel 
conspiracy is getting stronger and 
stronger. The officials are elated at 
the ease with which Martel has 
been able to fool the fans. The boy- 
next-door makes good and 
America cheers. The fact that the 
boy-next-door is an unskilled, 
undignified crook intent on stealing 
the AWA belt doesn’t seem to 
bother anybody.

| didn’t have to ask him to elab- 
orate; Adrian Adonis always 
elaborates. 

“By the time Sweetan was 
ready to execute the piledriver,” 
Adonis recalled, “I! was in a very 
weakened condition. He grabbed 
me around the waist and maneu- 
vered my head between his legs

in one swift motion. As he lifted 
me upside down into the air, | felt 
the blood rush toward my head, 
only the strength of his legs would 
not allow the blood to flow all the 
way to my head. My legs began 
to twitch; it was a_ strange 
sensation. 

“It seemed like he had me in 
the air for minutes. | kept waiting 
for him to drive my head to the 
mat. | was feeling rather helpless. 
| was so weak, | had resigned 
myself to the inevitable. 

“Though my ears were covered 
my Sweetan’s thighs, | began to 
hear the muffled sounds of the 
screaming fans. And that was 
what | needed. | felt like Popeye 
after eating a can of spinach. | felt 
the strength returning to every 


muscle in my body. When Swee- 
tan finally left his feet to execute 
the piledriver, | was ready to de- 
fend myself. Sweetan was so 
stunned by my brilliance that he 
couldn’t do anything for the rest 
of the match.” - 

Wrestling is a sport of the mind. 
The athletes are, for the most 
part, so evenly matched physical- 
ly, the difference’ between winning 
and losing is most often deter- 
mined my the wrestlers’ mental 
ability. Some wrestlers use their 
minds to create moves and coun- 
termoves during the course of the 
match. Some use their minds to 
fool their bodies into believing the 
punishment they are absorbing 
does not actually hurt. Adrian 
Adonis has always been noted for 
having both mental abilities. Now 
he has a third. 

“When | wrestled in the AWA 
and WWF,” he said, ‘I had a to- 
tally different attitude. | used to let 
the fans get under my skin. 
They'd boo or yell things at me, 
and I'd really get angry. | would 
begin my match in the wrong 
state if mind. I’d forget my battle 
plan and charge my opponent like 
a crazyman. 

“Several wrestlers pointed out 
to me what | already knew: The 
fans were destroying me. | tried to 
ignore the fans. But you can’t ig- 
nore 10,000, 20,000 people. It got 
to the point where all | could think 
of before a match was the fans. 
But the more | tried to ignore 
them, the more | became aware 
of them, and the worse it affected 
me.” 

Adonis found the answer to his 
problem in a textbook on self-hyp- 
nosis. ‘Basically,’ he said, “| 
learned a process by which | 
could put my mind in such a state 
that | could convert the fans’ neg- 
ative energy into my own positive 
energy. And don’t ask me to ex- 
plain it. Its too complicated a 


mental process for you or any of 
your readers to grasp.” 

It's not important to understand 
‘how Adonis uses the fans; it’s just 
important to recognize that he 
does. The frightening aspect of all 
this is that Adonis might be in the 
process of revolutionizing how the 
fans react to those wrestlers they 
don’t like. One of the joys of pro- 
fessional wrestling is going to an 
arena and booing the heck out of 
an Adrian Adonis. But does one 
boo an Adrian Adonis if he knows 
it is going to help him win the 
match?

reacted to what he did in the ring, 
and using every fiber of his being 
in his aim to cripple his opponent. 

Cowboy Bob Orton smiled at the 
fans when he entered the ring. He 
set up his maneuvers to be more 
flamboyant than effective. In the 
words of Sir Oliver Humperdink, 
“Orton was obliterated.” 

Soon .after that match, Orton 
announced he was leaving the 
Carolinas in favor of wrestling in 
St. Louis, Indianapolis, and Puerto 
Rico. His initial matches in those 
areas firmly reestablished him as 
one of the most hated wrestlers 
anywhere. His St. Louis match 
with Tommy Rich took that hatred 
one step farther. 


Cowboy Bob Orton’s career is 
now in a state of repair. I think 
that if he had stayed in the Caroli- 
nas, it would have ruined him. Re- 
ports from my own correspondents 
who saw his matches there say that 
it was not uncommon for Orton to 
take a great deal of punishment be- 
fore rallying back. 

It’s very strange how the cheers 
of fans can affect a man’s wrestling 
style and, indeed, his entire career. 
It’s also one of the most unpredict- 
able and exciting aspects of the 
sport. 

As far as Cowboy Bob Orton is 
concerned, however, I’m sure he is 
more than happy to continue his 
career without any cheers at all.

that Studd would be granted an 
immediate rematch. 

And everyone asked the same 
question: 

Why? 

Inside Wrestling has obtained a 
copy of Studd’s contract with 
Backlund. We presented them to 
a legal expert along with similar 
contracts involving both Jimmy 
Snuka (from the time he first en- 
tered the WWF with Capt. Lou 
Albano) and Superstar Graham 
(who recently wrestled Backlund 
several times for the WWF title 
under the management of The 
Grand Wizard). 

A contract lawyer didn’t have to 
compare the documents for long 
before he discovered the one glar- 
ing deficiency in Studd’s contract. 

“The man who negotiated this 
contract was not aware of the 
same things as the men who ne- 
gotiated these other two con-

tracts,” the lawyer noted. “In 
these two examples [Snuka and 
Graham], there is a proviso re- 
garding return match rights. In 
this example [Studd], there is no 
such proviso. 

“Quite frankly,” the lawyer con- 
cluded, ‘‘the man who signed this 
contract probably didn’t realize 
what he was signing. | would as- 
sume that return match provisos 
are common riders in contracts of 
this sort, particularly when the two 
adversaries are meeting each 
other for the first time.” 

Shocking but true: Fred 
Blassie’s negotiations with Bob 
Backlund and Arnold Skoaland re- 
sulted in a contract that did not 
include any conditions for a re- 
match. When Inside Wrestling 
contacted John Studd for his re- 
action to this revelation, he was 
surprisingly unfazed. 

“ve known Fred Blassie for 
years,” Studd explained, ‘‘and I’m 
absolutely confident about his’ ne- 
gotiating skills. | haven’t talked to 
Fred yet about this situation, but 
my guess is that the contract was 
that way because Backlund 
wanted it that way. 

“You heard him in the televi- 
sion interviews,” Studd continued, 
“you heard how he was afraid of 
me, afraid of the backbreaker, 
afraid of the challenge of Big 
John Studd. When was the last 
time you actually heard Backlund 
admit that he was afraid? Well, 
when it came to facing me, he 
admitted his fears. That’s why he 
didn’t want to have a rematch. He 
figured that even’ if he could 
sneak past me once—and |’m not 
entirely convinced he did even 
that—then he wouldn’t be lucky 
enough to do so a second time. 
That’s okay, though, because 
even if it’s not an immediate re- 
match, | want another shot at 
Backlund’s title, | will get another 
shot at Backlund’s title.”

Lawler’s arms flayed about as 
Bockwinkel laughed and continued 
to apply pressure. The ‘“‘King of 
Wrestling’’ would not submit, how- 
ever. He managed to stretch his leg 
behind Bockwinkel’s, tripping the 
AWA champion and breaking the 
hold. 

As Bockwinkel fell to the mat, 
however, the abdominal stretch was 
still loosely applied and Lawler was 
dragged to the canvas along with 
the AWA champion. A spirited 
jockeying for advantage ensued, 
with both men scrambling around 
the ring in search of gaining some 
sort of opening to apply a hold. 

Lawler came up strongly, grab- 
bing Bockwinkel’s arm and twisting 
it behind his back. The two wres- 
tlers were near the ropes, however, 
which allowed Jimmy Hart to in- 


terfere on the part of Bockwinkel. 
Smashing Lawler from behind, 
Hart broke Lawler’s hold on the 
AWA champion and caused Bock- 
winkel to be disqualified. 

Bockwinkel rolled out of the ring 
and began to stagger back ‘to his 
dressing room accompanied by 
Hart. Lawler was furious. 

“Hey Hart, I guess you learned 
that little trick from Heenan, didn’t 
you?’’ Lawler screamed as Bock- 
winkel and Hart glared back to- 
ward the ring. “‘You know you 


were defeated, Bockwinkel, you 
know it.
